The Nationa! Council also elect- 
ed a new 42-man executive vom- 
mittee. and party sources suid 
that on it Mr. Fanfani and his 
supporters have ἃ 21-19 majority 
over Mr.’ Zaccagnini's leftist 
group. with two independents 
rounding out the membership. 

Mr, Fanfani, @ former wniver- 
sity professor. has remained an 
unswerving and vocal anti-Com- 
munist in a political career span- 
ning more than 20 years.

Kissinger Calls Rome a Key Test

" (NYT).—Secretary of State Henry 


Kissinger warned yesterday that 
if Communists entered the Italian 
government, a result might be 
a long-term dengerous trend in 
the West because other Euro- 
pean countries would be “tempt- 
Θά to move in the same direc- 
ton.” 

In one of his most forceful 
statements about the dangers he 
Sees facing the Atlantic alliance, 
Mr, Kissinger in effect enunciat- 
ed 8. “domino theory” for Eu- 
rape: If one country opened its 
government to the Communists, 
athers would probably follow. 

Addressing the annual meeting 
of the American Society of News- 
paper Editors, the secretary of 
State said, “The United States

it would be indifferent to such 
developments.” 

“Wwe should not delude ourselves 
that it would not mark a historic 
change, that it wouki not have 
long-term and véry serious con- 
Sequences,” he said. 

Fulfilling His Duty 

“As secretary of state I hare 
the obligation to make clear what 
1 feel the consequences of cer- 
tain events are, even if we cannot 
necessarily control them,” Mr. 
Kissinger said. “I believe the ad- 
vent of Communisig in Western 
European couniries is likely to 
Produce 8. sequence of events in 
which other European countries 
will also be tempted to move in 
the same direction.” 

“This, in turn, is going to pro- 
duce governments in which the 
degree of cooperation that has 


become characteristic of Atlantic ἡ 


relations will become increasingly 
difficult, in which their own in- 
ternal priorities are going to be 
away from concern with defense,

They be- 
lieve, perhaps, that the Commu- 
nists, on achieving power, would 
transform Itely into a dictator- 
ship overnight. 

“In my view, hewever, what 
meiters ἰ5 not what the Com- 
munists will do but what the other 
parties will do, The behavior of 
each party, each political group, 
is influenced by the behavior of 
other parties and political groups. 
What matters is that there should 
be no power vaculun and that 
no one should get discouraged and 
give up.” 


The three panelists, all former 
members of the administration of 
President Lyndon Johnson, made 
it clear that they would not, 
regard the rise of Communists ky 
power in Italy as fatal to NATO.

Japan Court Invalidates Electoral System

Payments Stopped 


Lockheed’s foreign payments, 
under investigation by the SEC 
since June, were discontinued in 
August at the insistence of the 
Emergency Loan Guarantee 
Board, the federal body formed in 
1871 to guarantee up to $250 mil- 
lion in loans to prevent the com- 
pany’s impending bankrupicy. 

The scandal, allegedly involving 
Prince Bernhard of the Nether- 
lands and top officials in the 
Japanese government, bas receiv- 
ed intense publicity and bas grave

In effect, the agreement turns

Rioting Through China Took 
Peking Leaders by Surprise

HONG KONG, April 14 (NYT). 
—The outpouring of sentiment for 
the late Chou En-lat that led to 
Jast week's riot in half a dozen 
Chinese cities was evidently not 
confined to the Chinese capital 
and took place in some form in 


over half a dozen other major 
Chinese cities. 


Analysts here believe that these 
widespread expressions of feeling 
for Mr. Chou, which came at the 
time of the annual Ching Ming 
festival for the dead, were prob- 
ably genuinely spontaneous and 
that the Chinese authorities did 
not foresee the troubles tbat were 
to develop. After the posters and 
wreaths had been up for several! 
deys, groups opposed to the cur- 
rent anti-rightist campaign in 
China and the attacks on Vice- 
Premier Teng MWsiao-ping may 
have taken advantage of Mr. 
Tengs known close association 
with Mr. Chou to turn the crowds 
against the government. 

According to reports reaching 
Bong Kong from diplomats and 
travelers, posters and wreaths 
dedicated to Mr. Chou appeared 
in such widely separated places 
as Nanking, in central China: 
Canton, in the south: Tairuan, in 
northwestern Shensi Province, 
and even in Sbanghai, the 
stronghold of China's so-called 
radicals. 


Violence in Chengchow 


The only place besides Peking 
where the attempt to commemo- 
rate Mr. Chou is known to have 
turned into violence was Cheng- 
chow, the capital of Honan Prov- 
ince, where the party first secre- 
tary, Liu Chien-hsun, reported a 
few days ago that a worker had 
been beaten to death during a 
“counter -revolutionary political 
incident.” But posters attacking 
8. radical newspaper in Shanghai 
for criticizing Mr. Chou were said 
to have appeared in many areas 
in Nanking, and three cities in 
Kiangsu Province, including 
Nanking, were said to have been 
closed to foreigners at times last

Philippine ‘New Society’ 


President Marcos of the Philippines {n- 


jmsted in his book “Notes on the New So-

While the United States cannot restore 
representative government to the Philippines, 
a task 42 million Filipinos will have to ac- 
compilish for themselves, U.S. silence can no 
longer be justified. The U.S. naval and air 
bases that were essential during the Vietnam 
War no longer defend U.S. positions east of 
the Philippines. Despite Mr. Marcos’s de- 
mands for renegotiation of the juridical ar- 
rangements—which began in Washington 
this week—-and his attempt to obtain in- 
creased economic and military aid, the bases 
now are more important to the Philippines 
than to the United States. 

Instead of pressing on further with a base 
renegotiation that wouid commit future U.S. 
governments to shore up the Marcos dic- 
tatorship. the Ford administration would do 
hetter to initiate a basic reassessment of the 
Philippine-U.S. alliance, while indicating to 
Manila increasing American concern over 
the tightening Marcos dictatorship.

Ice Age 


Back in 1971. the National Science Founda- 
tion sponsored the creation of a team of 
scientists to study the history of the worid's 
climate over the past million years. Named 
project CLIMAP. this team recently published 
some of its first results, two studies of the 
jast ice age around 18.000 years ago. 

One study has reconstructed what the sur- 
face of the earth must have looked like when 
the average water level was about 300 feet 
helow what it is now because huge amounts 
of moisture were frozen into glaciers and 
ice sheets.

raphy “Paul Revere and the 
World He Lived In” as author- 


ity for a clam that the animal 
wus a Narragansett pacer, but 
Goldstem . was writing puff 
pieces about trotters and pacers 
for Roosevelt Raceway in those 
days and could have been prej- 
udiced. 

It seems fair to say of Revere 
that he was & master silver~ 
sminith but no better than a 
curse on a horse. No great 
shakes as a soldier, either. Af~ 
ter. the disastrous Penobscot 
Expedition in 1779, in ‘which 
he commanded artillery, he was 
accused of cowardice and in- 
subordination. A court-martial 
cleared him but he left the ser~ 
vice in some disrepute.

A Dropout From the Hare Krishna Movement

year-old Robin George of 


Cypress (uit school and left home ἡ 


to become a Hare Krishna de- 
Vvotee, she believed that she would 
find answers to all the questions 
that had made her anxious about 
her future, 

And, for a while, she thought 
She had those answers. 

Miss George joined the move- 
ment—a controversial Hindu re- 
ligious sect that emerged in the 
United States in 1966 and has 
attracted an estimated 7,000 
members—in November, 1974, 

During an initiation ceremony, 
she adopted a Krishna name, Ra’ 
Jahnath, and pledged to adhere 
to the four basic requirements of 
Krishna devotion: no meat-eat- 
ing, no illicit sex, no gambling, 
no drinking.

Krishna, 1,728 times, or for two 
hours daily.

She said that breakfast and 
lunch, the only meals af the day, 
consisted primarily of foods made 
from sugar, milk and grains such 
as wheat and rice. Soup, tortillas 
and vegetables also were common 
Staples for the noou meal. 

During the hours between 
breakfast and lunch, the devotees 
Performed duties that had been 
assigned by the temple president, 
Nityananda. 


Miss George said that her - 


primary morning’ assignments at 
the New Orleans temple were to 
sew clothes and make flower par- 
lands for marble end wooden 
-deities, 

After Junch. she joined the 
other devotees in “sankirtan,” the 
practice of proselytizing through 
dancing, chanting and pam-~ 
phleteering on public sidewalks. 

Instead of being given money 
when she needed clothing or 
Shoes, she said she often was told 
to beg for them in department 
stores with” the excuse that she 
was doing missionary work. 

She said that she lost 24 pounds 
during the first five months she 


spent there and became anemic 
because of the lack of protein 
in her diet. 

During that period, she had no 
direct contact with her parents, 
who said they had sought help 
from temple officials in Los An- 
geles and Laguna Beach but were 
told that their daughter could not 
be located. 

Mrs. George said that she calied 
the New Orleans temple frequent- 
jy but each time was told her 
Gaughter was nob among its 
devotees. 

Finally, in April, 1975, Miss 
George, was spotted by someone 
who bad seen .her picture ‘at 2 
New Orleans fire station, where 
James George had placed a sign 
offering 2 $500 reward for her 
return. ; 

Miss George said that she was 
hidden from police the first time 
they arrived at the temple to look 
for her but.-was later apprehended 
while proselytizing. 

She said that she was not co- 
erced to join or remain in the 
Krishna movement, She attrib- 
utes her dedication to the move- 
ment to subtle pressure from 
devotees and her own frame of 
Mind when she was first exposed 
to the Krishnas as she was about 
to enter high school 

At that time, she said, the 
thought ‘of entering the job mar- 
ket after high school and accept- 
ing adult responsibilities frichten- 
ed her, 

“E was confused about what I 
was going to do with my life,” 
she explained. “{ thought all 1 
had to do was join this and every- 
thing would be taken care of. It 
was an escape.” 

She had also become dissatisfied 
with her own religion, “I was 
looking for the truth, I thought 
maybe there was an answer in 
Hinduism ‘that wasn't in Chris-

Miss Robin says that she still 
hasn't found that answer. But 
she says she bas learned that she 
prefers 8, life-style that includes 
ἃ balance of materialism and 
spiritualism.
